variety of causes. In a great majority 
of cases these injuries are allowed to 
remain 
untreated—often 
for years. 


Rot-producing fungi commonly gain 
entrance at these places, and eventual- 
ly the original inconspicuous or unob- 
served Injury develops into a compara- 
tively large area of decay. The real 
aim of tree surgery is to repair the 
damage, resulting from such neglect- 
ed Injuries and rotted areas, says tho 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture Year Book. 


la m >st tree surgery work a few fun- 


damental principles must be observed 
in order that permanent good results 
may be realized. These may be sum- 
marized as follows: Remove all de- 
cayed, diseased, or injured wood and 
bark. When on small limbs, this can 
often best be done by removing the 
limb. On larger limbs or on the trunk 
it may' at times mean the digging out 
of a cavity. Sterilize and water-proof 
all cut surfaces. Leave the work in 
the most favorable condition for rapid 
healing. 
This will often mean the 


filling of deep cavities. 
Watch the 


work from year to year for defects, 
and if any appear, attend to them im- 
mediately and thus avoid ibss or ne- 
cessity of expensive repair in tho fu- 
ture.

known only to a favored few, who 
alone, are fitted to undertake it, as 
some interested persons would have 
tree ov.-:-.rrs believe.

consists in removing dead, diseased, 
or decayed limbs or stubs from a tree 
and treating the scar with an antlsep- '

pinched in the cut. The second cut la 
made on the upper side of the limb, 
an Inch oY two beyond the first one. 
This Is continued until the limb falls. 
After the limb has fallen, a third cut 
to remove the stub is made close to 
the trunk and In line with its wood 
surface. When nearly sawed through, 
the stub must be supported until com- 
pletely severed, so as to avoid any 
possibility of stripping the bark below 
as it falls. The first and second cuts 
to prevent stripping may be omitted 
when Email limbs which can be held 
flrmly In place until completely se- 
vered arc being cut. 


When the scar is not naturally point- 


ed above and below, it is a good prac- 
tise on most trees to remove a short 
triangular piece of bark from 
the

Expense—Suitable Combina- 


tions of Food Materials. 


To say that a family bill of fare 


must be appetizing and varied does not 
necessarily nean that it must be cost 
ly as well 
At first sight, it might 


seem difficult to secure these qualities 
without buying rather expensive mate- 
rials or serving very fancy dishes, but 
the theory does not hold In the case of 
food any more than in that ef cloth- 
ing and jj^use furnishings 


Just as the test of a woman's abil 


ity in dress is to get suitable and at- 
tractive effects with relatively low ex 
pense, eo the test of her catering abil 
ity is to give her fan My an ample sup- 
ply of wholesome and pleasantly varied 
meals with an outlay of money and 
time proportionate to her income and 
circumstances 


Variety in the diet can be secured 


both by providing different kinds of 
food and by preparing staple foods in 
different ways, and the best results are 
obtained by combining both methods, 
says the United States department of 
agriculture year boot. When the 
housekeeper studies the list of com 
mon foods and the combinations made 


from them, she will probably find that 
as regards their place in the menu 
they fall into general groups—those 
which, like bread potatoes, milk, eggs, 
etc, which have little distinctive taste, 
and those like cheese, seasoning vege- 
tables, some sweets, cooked meats, 
etc, which have marked the individual 
fiavor She will further find that the 
mild flavoied materials are the ones 
which are used in the greatest quanti- 
ties, meal after meal, while those of 
pronounced taete appear in smaller 
amounts, or some of them only occa- 
sionally 
To put it in another way, 


she will depend largely on the first 
group to make up the bulk of her 
dietary and on the second to vary it 


In cookery, some loods require only 


simple methods to make them very 
palatable 
Tender steaks, or chops, in 


cooking, develop delicious meat flavors 
and require no highly flavored vege- 
table seasoning or condiments to ma-^o 
them pilatable 
In themselves they 


furnibh flavor sufficient to accompany 
potatoes rice or other foods of mild 
flavor 
On the other hand, In stews j 


and other dishes made from the cheap 
er cuts of meat, carrots, onions or 
i 


other distinctive flavors are usually 
addpd to supplement that of the meat 
flavor 
The cheaper cuts are 
not ! 


usually of such a texture that the best I 
results can be secured by such aim I 
pie methods as broiling or roasting ' 


The housekeeper who makes a dish ' 


composed of cheese and macaroni, or i 
of meat and rice or potato, etc, applies 
t*ie came principle The great variety 
of pickles, preserves and elaborate 
pastry which American housekeepers 


used to consider necessary represented 
another instinctive effort to vary, by 
adding flavor, the monotony which was 
inevitable, particularly in winter fare 
before the dayi? of easy transportation ' 
and cold storage brought fresh fruits 
and vegetables the year round 
, 


If the good housekeeper analyzes i 


the make up of her meals a little 
further, she will probably find that she 
arranges them, perhaps unconsciously, 
according to more or less definite 
principles 
In most American families 


the chief daily features of breakfast I 


j are bread of some sort with butter I 


very oft»n fruit, and some kind of 
breakfast cereal, and coffee, tea or 
cocoa, with their usual accompani 
ments of sugar $nd milk or cream 
This combination is varied by omit 
ting either the bread or the cereal 
(which is logical, if one wishes to do 
It since they piovjde the same sort of 
nutrients, though in different form) 
by changing the kind of bread or 
cereal, or by combining with them 
some other materials If the members | 
of the familj are engaged in much I 
muscular work the meal will be madp , 
more lieartj by the addition of somp 
hot dish, as eggs meat hash, creamed 
fish bacon and possibly honey or sirup I 
If their work is 1 yht, however, less 
variety or smaller portions will prob | 
ably be prefeired

Look over the Ice box da(ly. Wash 


It at least three times a week. If the 
pipe connecting the ice chaniber and 
drip pan is adjustable it shoul^ be re- 
moved and scalded once a wee& for 
you will be surprised to notic* the 
green slime that forms an Inside coat- 
ing. Do not simply empty the drip pan 
once or twice daily Clean It regularly 
also. There is nothing better for1 the 
purpose than old fashioned "salt soda" 
combined with plenty of boiling water 


Never be guilty of putting ice In the 


chest wrapped in newspapers. That 
is well enough to keep in a box or tub 
and is good at times. It is more Sani- 
tary to wash ice before placing It in the

An Excellent Grove In 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 
It is a well known fact that trees' 


are subject to injuries, from a great 
variety of causes. In a great majority 
of cases these injuries are allowed to 
remain 
untreated—often 
for years. 


Rot-producing fungi commonly gain 
entrance at these places, and eventual- 
ly the original inconspicuous or unob- 
served Injury develops into a compara- 
tively large area of decay. The real 
aim of tree surgery is to repair the 
damage, resulting from such neglect- 
ed Injuries and rotted areas, says tho 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture Year Book. 


la m >st tree surgery work a few fun- 


damental principles must be observed 
in order that permanent good results 
may be realized. These may be sum- 
marized as follows: Remove all de- 
cayed, diseased, or injured wood and 
bark. When on small limbs, this can 
often best be done by removing the 
limb. On larger limbs or on the trunk 
it may' at times mean the digging out 
of a cavity. Sterilize and water-proof 
all cut surfaces. Leave the work in 
the most favorable condition for rapid 
healing. 
This will often mean the 


filling of deep cavities. 
Watch the 


work from year to year for defects, 
and if any appear, attend to them im- 
mediately and thus avoid ibss or ne- 
cessity of expensive repair in tho fu- 
ture.

or decayed limbs or stubs from a tree

pinched in the cut. The second cut la 
made on the upper side of the limb, 
an Inch oY two beyond the first one. 
This Is continued until the limb falls. 
After the limb has fallen, a third cut 
to remove the stub is made close to 
the trunk and In line with its wood 
surface. When nearly sawed through, 
the stub must be supported until com- 
pletely severed, so as to avoid any 
possibility of stripping the bark below 
as it falls. The first and second cuts 
to prevent stripping may be omitted 
when Email limbs which can be held 
flrmly In place until completely se- 
vered arc being cut. 


When the scar is not naturally point-

3ILL OF FARE SHOULD BE AP"E- 


TIZING AND VARIED. 


Very Much More a Case of Judiciou* 


Selection and Serving Than of 


Expense—Suitable Combina- 


tions of Food Materials. 


To say that a family bill of fare 


must be appetizing and varied does not 
necessarily nean that it must be cost 
ly as well 
At first sight, it might 


seem difficult to secure these qualities 
without buying rather expensive mate- 
rials or serving very fancy dishes, but 
the theory does not hold In the case of 
food any more than in that ef cloth- 
ing and jj^use furnishings 


Just as the test of a woman's abil 


ity in dress is to get suitable and at- 
tractive effects with relatively low ex 
pense, eo the test of her catering abil 
ity is to give her fan My an ample sup- 
ply of wholesome and pleasantly varied 
meals with an outlay of money and 
time proportionate to her income and 
circumstances 


Variety in the diet can be secured 


both by providing different kinds of 
food and by preparing staple foods in 
different ways, and the best results are 
obtained by combining both methods, 
says the United States department of 
agriculture year boot. When the 
housekeeper studies the list of com 
mon foods and the combinations made 


from them, she will probably find that 
as regards their place in the menu 
they fall into general groups—those 
which, like bread potatoes, milk, eggs, 
etc, which have little distinctive taste, 
and those like cheese, seasoning vege- 
tables, some sweets, cooked meats, 
etc, which have marked the individual 
fiavor She will further find that the 
mild flavoied materials are the ones 
which are used in the greatest quanti- 
ties, meal after meal, while those of 
pronounced taete appear in smaller 
amounts, or some of them only occa- 
sionally 
To put it in another way, 


she will depend largely on the first 
group to make up the bulk of her 
dietary and on the second to vary it 


In cookery, some loods require only 


simple methods to make them very 
palatable 
Tender steaks, or chops, in 


cooking, develop delicious meat flavors 
and require no highly flavored vege- 
table seasoning or condiments to ma-^o 
them pilatable 
In themselves they 


furnibh flavor sufficient to accompany 
potatoes rice or other foods of mild 
flavor 
On the other hand, In stews j 


and other dishes made from the cheap 
er cuts of meat, carrots, onions or 
i 


other distinctive flavors are usually 
addpd to supplement that of the meat 
flavor 
The cheaper cuts are 
not ! 


usually of such a texture that the best I 
results can be secured by such aim I 
pie methods as broiling or roasting ' 


The housekeeper who makes a dish ' 


composed of cheese and macaroni, or i 
of meat and rice or potato, etc, applies 
t*ie came principle The great variety 
of pickles, preserves and elaborate 
pastry which American housekeepers 


used to consider necessary represented 
another instinctive effort to vary, by 
adding flavor, the monotony which was 
inevitable, particularly in winter fare 
before the dayi? of easy transportation ' 
and cold storage brought fresh fruits 
and vegetables the year round 
, 


If the good housekeeper analyzes i 


the make up of her meals a little 
further, she will probably find that she 
arranges them, perhaps unconsciously, 
according to more or less definite 
principles 
In most American families 


the chief daily features of breakfast I 


j are bread of some sort with butter I 


very oft»n fruit, and some kind of 
breakfast cereal, and coffee, tea or 
cocoa, with their usual accompani 
ments of sugar $nd milk or cream 
This combination is varied by omit 
ting either the bread or the cereal 
(which is logical, if one wishes to do 
It since they piovjde the same sort of 
nutrients, though in different form) 
by changing the kind of bread or 
cereal, or by combining with them 
some other materials If the members | 
of the familj are engaged in much I 
muscular work the meal will be madp , 
more lieartj by the addition of somp 
hot dish, as eggs meat hash, creamed 
fish bacon and possibly honey or sirup I 
If their work is 1 yht, however, less 
variety or smaller portions will prob | 
ably be prefeired

In the development o 
the latter type of aircraft German 
stands supreme. She has nine of th 
giant Zeppelins, fully equipped, an 
five more nearing completion. Wor 
on these is being rushed with all; 
posfflhle speed. 
They range 
from 


450 to 525 feet in length, are equip- 
ped with motors giving from 350 to 
120 horse power, and carry light three 
inch guns which have bee.n success- 
fully 
fired in manoeuvprs.
